The weather was lowering this morning, aud 
about five o’clock a heavy rain setin. Not till 
after three in the afternoon was all apprehien- 
» | sion of a wet day dissipated. Rar did fall at 
| intervals until afternoon. Notwithstanding 
: | this drawback, people kept pouring into town 

all forenoon. The first meeting, bear in mind, 
was four-fifths composed of farmers aud their 
families, 

On one of the highest knolls in the town,and 
about bal a mile from the river, the energetic 
Republicans of Pekin’ have erected a wigwam 
capable of seating 4,000. It is merely a board 
Yoof over seats rising in tiers from the stand. 
When Judge Trumbull and Mr. Swett arrived, 
(two o'clock) the whole area was more than 
comfortably full, and there was a large crowd 
outside—enough to have coustituted a locofo- 
co's meeting of five or six thousand, according 
to the estimates of the Chicago Times. I yield 
to few men in estimating crowds, and shall set 
this meeting at 4,000, feeling that I have under- 
ated he number. Others said 5,000; and some 
as high as 6,000. This last figure would have 
been exceeded but-for the rain: =. 

In the forenoon a fine pole, 140 feet high, 
was raised by the Wide-Awakes, ‘The Pekin 
brass band attended; and a martial band came 
in fron the town of Tremont on a regular fence- 
rail wagon. It attracted much attention. There 
Wasinot less than three hundred wagons and 
carriages in the various processions—all of them 
supplied with banners,but none of them striking 
or remarkable. Two peculiarities there were 
about the meeting—is was composed almost en- 
tirely of fine looking and well-to-do country 
people, and they were all brimming full of Re- 
publican enthusiasm, Not a man of them 
doubted they would gloriously redeem Taze- 
well County next fall; and they will do it. It 
makes a man feel good to be among such peo- 
ple. I never saw a men receive a warmer greet- 
ing than they gave Mr. Trumbull, 

JUDGE TRUMBULL'S SPEECH. 

Judge Trumbuall was introduced by Charles 
Towner. He opened by declaring bis purpose 
to be impartial, First, he said, I will define the 
Republican creed, We are in favor of opening 
agreat national highway to the Pacific; in {a- 
Vor of giving to every actual settler 160 acres of 
land; in fayor of an economical administration 
of the government; in favor of preserving all 
national territory for freemen. Does any Dem- 
ocrat object to this? Perhaps some may take 
exception to our opinion in regard to slavery. 
Very well, let us see whet our fathers thought 
and did.. In.1789, one of the first acts of Con- 
gress was the prohibition of slavery in the 
Northwestern Territory. In 1500 Indiana Ter- 
ritory was organized with a prohibition; in 
1305 Michigan; in 1809 Illinois; in 1886 Wis- 
consin; in 1838 Iowa. Slavery was prohibited 
inallofthem, Ia 1820 all our territory north 
of Mason ond Dixon’s line was consecrated 
to freedom. We gee, then, that the 
uniform policy of our goverament previous 
to 1850 was to prohibit slavery in all territories 


in which there was no special clause in the 
deed of cession sanctioniag it. The Missouri 
line was even run throug Texas., Was there 
any civil war iu consequence? [ Voices, no, no.) 
Well, the old doctrine wus thrown as ide, slaye- 
ry was invited to take possession of apy terri- 
tory it could; and there have been heart-burn- 
ing and threatenings ever since, Would there 
not have been continued peace had the policy 
of our fathers been let alone? [Voices, Cer- 
tainly—and cheers. ] 
Our creed favors the giving of our public 
lands to free white men—not to negro slaves, 
(Cheers,] The opposite doctrine is held by this 
modern Democratic party. Isay modern, be- 
couse the age of that party is just six years. 
(Laughter) All a man has'to do in order to be 
this Democratic party, 


te broth- 
er Morrisson, who once ran as Lieut. Governor 
on the Whig ticket,is now runuiog for Congress 
asa modern Democrat. He has conformed to 
the new exigencies of Democracy, [Much 
laughter.) i 
In the Democratic platform economy is rec- 
ommended. And how is it carriedout? Why, 
the expenses of the Post Oflice Department are 
now greater than were all our governmental 
outlays under the administration of Joho 
Quincy Adams, When James Buchanan be 
came President there jas a surplus in our 
National Treasury of about $17,000,000. Now 
there is a national debt of more than $58,000,- 
000. And we have been at peace with the 
world. Is this economy? And these men tell 
us that they are for a Pacific Railroad. Well, 
they have had control of this government for 
nearly eight years; and they have not made a 
rodof it. Let us judge them by their works— 
not by their words. (Laughter. ) ‘

THE DIXON CONVENTION. 


Nomination of Arnold for Congress, 


[Special Dispatch to the Press and Tribune.} 
D July 2s, 1860. 


The Congressional Convention was culled to 
order and organized by electing Ex-Alderman 
Long of Chicago, Chairman pro tem., and John 


C, Miller Secretary, 
A Commi 


counties. 


The Convention then took a recess until 5 P. 
M., when the committee returned, aud reported 
Ald. Long ar President of the Convention, J. 
C, Miller of Cook, and M.D. Merrill of Rock 
Island, Secretaries, with Vice Presidents from 


each county. 


From ihe Committee on Credentials, D. C+ 
Larned o! Cook made a majority, and A. J, Jos- 


lyn of Kane a minority Report, on cases of rep- 
resentalion, The latter insisted on each County 
voting according to Fremont’g voteyin districts 
—which would give Cook four less | votes, and 
Kane two more; DeKalb and Rock Island one 
more each, An,auiniated debate followed, after 
which the majority report was adopted retain- 
ing the basis in the call. 

The committee reported that ihey could not 
agree as to which set of Whiteside delegates 
were entitled to seats, but referred the matter 
to the Convention to settle ; whereupon Kirk of 
Whiteside withdrew the Arnold delegation, 
claiming, however, that it was done for the sake 
of harmony, but insisting that they were right- 
fully chosen. / 

‘his led to an excited and acrimonious dis- 
cussion, There was great noise and confusion 
for half an hour, the Chairman yainly endeay- 
oring to preserve order. Fiually the Conyen- 
tion unanimously confirmed the Farnsworth 
contestants in their seats, when a bitter state 
of feeling followed. 

An informal ballot was then taken, resulting : 
Arnold, 40; Farnsworth, 27. DeKalb refused 
to vote. Lee voted with Cook. 

After arecess of ten minutes a formal ballot 
was had. Arnold received 40, Farnsworth 84— 
all the delegates voting. 

A motion to make the nomination unanimous 
was refused by a few delegates voting ‘ No.” 

A series of strong Republican resolutions 
were adopted with loud cheers, 

The Convention then adjourned to|meet after 
supper, for speeches from Arnold, Farnsworth, 
Larned and others, amidst firing of cannon and 
music by the band. 

A better-feeling now prevails, and the nom- 
ination will be heartily supported. JM. 


The Southern Counties of New York. 

A correspondent of the New York Herald, 
who has been making a tour of the southern 
counties of New York, makes the following re- 
port to that paper of the 25th: 


Rockianp.—Not able to find out much about 
Rockland; but hearsay gives Breckinridge a 

lurality over Douglas, with a leading position 
for Lincoln over all. 

Orance.—Tbis county 1s close. The Democ- 
racy united might carry it over Lincoln, but in 
the midst of present distractions Lincoln will 
carry it by from 100 to 300 plurality. A coali- 
tion on local and county officers between the 
Douglas and Breckinridge men may give the 
county government to the Democrats. 

Devaware.—Delaware is a strong Republican 
county at the present time, although formerly 
American, the latter having gone over to tha 
Republicans almost en masse; aud it might a3 
well be stated here as elsewhere, that those pol- 
iticians who have been reckoning upon a larg 
American yote for Douglas in tuis region will 
be disuppointed, ‘Che vote will be given to the 
Republicans, and swell Lincoin’s majority in 
the county to at least 1,000. 

Broowe.—In Binghamton, in this county, 
resides the Hon. Daniel S. Dickinson, and there 
does not exist in this country an instance 
where a man of such political prominence as 
Mr. D. enjoys s more universal degree of re- 
spect and esteem.

Tho Rallroad Company doesnot al- 
low us the privilege of loading and shipping our owa grain 
unless we pay them $10 uponevery thousand bushels gent.

Afew moments delay at Kankakee gave the 
visitors an opportunity tosee a city of five years 
Containing some three thousand inhabitents, a 
new wonder which ds daly chronicled by the 
ever busy representatives of the Press. Indeed, 
pencils and note books have been in constant 
requisition during the entire trip. Facts enough 
have been noted to make many solid columns in 
the Cahadian journals, | 
At Loda, in ‘Iroquois county, our two direct- 
ors’ cars weré left, and a nnmber of teams were 
in readiness-to take the party on an excursion> 
to make a more minute inspection of] the corn- 
fields by which the town jis surrounded. For 
this they, were the better prepared by several 
fine specimens which had beer: placed in the 
depot. Capt. Hood, who deserves to be Mayor 
of a much larger place, was on hand to be the 
ciecrone of the party, and we need hardly add 
that his: efforts gave unlimited satisfaction. 
When the party returned they were invited to 
the upper room of the depot, where a most 
“sumptuous entertainment had been’ provided 
by the ladies of Loda, Game, and every luxury 
of the season loaded the tables, and our Cana- 
dian friends did ample justice to the entertain- 
ment of their generous hosts, 
After the repast was concluded, Capt. Hood 
called the table to order and introduced Addison 
Goodell, Esq., of Loda, who welcomed the guests 
to the hospitality of the town. He spoke ap- 
propriately of the richness of the surrounding 
couutry, acd also made some ‘happy allusions 
to the friendly relations existing between Eng- 
land, Canada, and our own country, 
Wm. Eliott, Esq., of London, €. W., respond- 
edin behalf of the Canadians in a patriotic and 
highly complimentary speech, No country he 
had ever visited had so many natural adyan- 
tages, or offered so rich rewards to intelligent 
culture.

Editors Press and Tribune : 

Gentlemen ;—In justice to myself I must ask 
you for leave to make an explanation of the 
“Interesting Document, sent you by an old 
citizen,” and published in Your paper of tho 
2st inst. Although I appear as the subject of 
that communication, the document asa whole, 
is entirely new to me. The subsoription part 
of it Imust necessarily have seen, but it was 
without the preamb The question which 
presents itself is, why was not that subscrip- 
tion made directly, not hypothetically to the 
Edwardsville Spectator? That Paper had been 
in existence nearly four years, having been es 
tabifshed in 1819, and was the ouly paper in the 
State opposed to sluvery, Tt commenced its 
career by a firm and decided stand in favor of 
the prohibition of slavery in Missouri, which 
question was first agitated at the session of 
Congress then just closed. It continued to op- 
pose the admission of that State into the Union 
without such prohibition, until the close of the 
session of 1821. In 1820 it made an exposition 
of a plot, concocted by slaveholders in Missou- 
ri and other slave States, to introduce slavery 
into Illinois; of which plot the editor was duly 
apprised by his correspondents in those 
Mr. Elias Kent Kane was implicated in that ex. 
Position, as having been selected by the con, 
Spirators as their candidate for Congross, pre~ 
liminary to the agitation of the main question, 
In every election, State and Congressional, the 
subject of slavery was discyseed, as vitully con- 
nected with it, until the close of the election in 
August, 1924 

When the committee mentioned by your cor- 
respondent called upon me at Edwardsville, 
they inquired if it was my inteution to oppose 
the call of a Convention.

ferences between us, I was afterwards inform. 
ed from another sourne, that Mr, Theophilus 
W. Smith, a member of the Senate, and the 
leader of the Conyention party, pledged him- 
self to his friends that it they ‘would agree to 
ignore the question of slavery, he would guar. 
anty the speotator on the side of the Convon- 
tion, It was probably a knowledge of thia that 
raised the doubts in the minds of some of the 
members who did not intimately know me, Mr. 
Smith called on me when he returned from the 
Legislature, before my interview with the Com. 
mittee, and endeavored to persuade me into the 
support of the Convention, which he suid I 
could do consistently, by ignoring slavery until 
the election of Representatives to tho Conven- 
tion, when I could oppose it effectually. Asan 
inducement, he said a Convention would short- 
en Gov. Coles’ term some cighteen months; 
and this idea he no doubt thought, before he 
suggested it, would take well with me. Ie left 
me, however, without any accession to hig 
views, and forthwith procceded to establish a 
paper in opposition to the Spectator, 

‘he subscription, instead of enriching me, 
proved g loss, as the payment was made only. 
for one year. Most of the subscribers furnished 
the names of indtviduals to whom to address 
their papers. When the yeur Was up, theré re- 
mained still six months before the election, and 
I continued to'send the papér jo those indiyid- 
uals, under the expectation that they would be

THE CATTLE DISEASE. . | 


With no animal is civilized man more inti- 
mately connected than with the domestic cow. 
She furnishes him with butter and cheese, with 
meat and leather; and what would he do with- 
out her milk? Seis to him meat and drink, 
and clothing. What aterrible uproar wassome 
time ago produced by ,the discovery that there 
was adisease among the dairy cows of New 
York! and how every stock raiser in\the coun: 
try held his breath when the news first came of 
the terrible cattle plague in Massychusetts! 
Nor has subsequent investigation caused the in- 
terest to abate. Nearly every Northern State 
has adopted precautionary measures. Ohio 
appointed a-committee of {three experienced 
men to visit the infected district ; and from the 
report of the chairman, Mr, John H.\Klippart, 
we propose to furnisha synopsis of the symp- 
toms and character of the malady, and the 
remedies suggested. 

1. Symptoms.—In the early stage of the 
disease the animal separates itself from the 
other cattle during the carly part of the day, 
and has a dull appearance, head drooping, does 
not eat, has the back arched up, but as day ad- 
vances seems to recover its usual health, and 
joins the herd again. A slight cough, some- 
what husky in character, will sometimes be ob- 
served, and the respiration becomes) at times 
panting and |abored, as though the animal had 
been making some unusual exertion. In milch 
cows the quantity of milk is diminished, The 
coat loses its glossy appearance, and becomes 
ragged aud “staring,” the cough becomes more 
frequent and: hoarse, the breath becomes more 
moist and offensive, the pulse is.quick and la- 
bored, appetite and rumination (cud chewing) 
are greatly impaired—the latter being often en- 
tirely suspended—constipation of the bowels, 
excrement almost black and hard; the different 
parts of the body may have an equal distmbu- 
tion of heat, or the whole surface may be un- 
naturally cool; the skin is fixed to the ribs— 
the animal flinches upon being subjected to 
pressure upon the spine, or percussion upon the 
chest. In a still more advanced stage, the ani- 
mal frequently lies down, and while standing, 
looks pinched, with the head protruded; the 
mouth is coyered with saliyia, and the whole 
appearance is haggard and dull; a constant 
dripping of tears from the eyes—the lower eye- 
lid presents a swollen condition. When the 
practiced ear is applied to the sides of the ches!, 
in the region of the diseased part, the ordinary 
low, rustling, breathing sound of health will be 
found replaced by a crepitating, crackling or 
rattling sound, varying in degree of intensity 
and character with the stage and extent of the

against future attack. On dissecting a cow in 
the first stage of the disease, the lung will be 
found congested in spots, and dark in color, 
like liver, and hence eaid to be heptasized, and 
this heptization is mottled and marked in ap- 
pearance; generally the base of the lung— 
sometimes one, sometimes both lungs—being 
diseased. The discolored portions of the lungs 
differin size in proportion to the severity of the 
ease. When cut into, the living membrane of 
the small air tubes, being swollen, roll or pout 
out, and being light in color, give the lung an 
appearance as though dotted over with small 
abscesses. Ina more advanced stage the cor- 
gested portion of the lung will be found hard- 
ened and impervious to the air, all the bron- 
chial tubes being closed up. Still later, this 
hardened pert of the lung will be found more 
or less completely separated from the healthy 
lung, in the form of aslough floating altogether 
or almost detached in a cyst or cavity contain- 
ing pus. 

3. Contagion.—Mr. Klippert prenounces the 
disease contagious.

Very few of these cows 
have been imported that failed to more than 
pay for themselves, with the cost of their keep 
snd attendance, in a very few'years after their 
importation, in milk, créam and butter, besides 
their returns in calves. 

The Ayrshire is a large milker and a hardy 
cow—seldom dainty, usually eating with agood 
appetite what most others would reject—and 
while she will live on a scantier allowance than 
most others, she will yield rich returns for lib- 
eral fe>ding—and on that feeding will last long 
er than most other breeds, being less disposed 
to take on flesh when giving milk than either 
Durhams, Devons or Herefords; and although 
she must yield the highest rank to them for 
beef, she will yet be very yaluable to fit for 
the buteber when her useful milking days are 
over, for none will fat more rapidly| than she 
when dry. If thereis any breed that can be 

profitable on scanty feeding and poor pasture, 
itis the Ayrshire.” She is also most pleasing 
to the eye of the milking breeds, her form be- 
inground, more ‘compact, and her color more 
uniformly pleasing than others.

TURNIPS AMONG CORN. | 

The practice of sowing turnips among Indian 
corp, at the last hoeing, and especially where 
the Jatter has been thinned by worms or other 
insects, is one which cannot be too urgently re- 
commended. The turnip is: a renetabis which 
requires less sssistance from solar light during 
the incipient stages of its development, than al- 
most any plantin the whole catalogue of edi- 
bles; consequently, it is but slightly injured by 
\the foliage of the corn, plants, or the closeness 
of the atmosphere thus created. After the corn 
crop is harvested,and' before the ddvent of 
frost, there will be ample time for'them to root, 
especially if the soil be well cultivated, Burnt 
lands, in which the natural vegetative powers 
of the soilare augmented by the alkaline prin- 
ciples of the ashes, are very favorable to the 
cultivation of turnips; and when ‘they are 
Sowed among corn on such, they almost inyari- 
ably produce a lucrative crop. ! Hundreds of 
bushels of excellent turnips may frequently be 
grown in this way without any appreciable di- 
minution of the corn crop. “Eeonomy is 
wealth,” says the adage, and it is certain no one 
can practice it long without increasing to some 
extent his means tor future operations and en- 
terprises. In this business of producing cheap 
crops in substitution tor the more expensive 
cereals, we gain several important advantages, 
among which ‘may be mentioned as not the 
least prominent, the saving of time, and the re- 
alization of a lucrative yield of produce from 
land prepared for another species of roots or 
grain, The ravages of insects often prove fatal 
to many vegetables—especially to Indian corn ; 
and when this happens, unless the vacated land 
can be filled with some crop of later growth, it 
must remain, either in part or wholly idle, 

Again, the turnip bears late sowing so well 
that it may be grown on fields, from which ear- 
ly vegetables have been taken; it succeeds well 
after a crop of peas, beans, &c, | 

Bone manure, wood ashes, lime and poudrette 
are all excellent articles to be used in|the culti- 
vation of turnips, Ground and crushed bones, 
and bones dissolved in sulphuric acid—itself 
pussessing powerful stimulant and |manurial 
properties, makes an admirable dressing. Gyp- 
sum also, is applied with success, both before 
and after planting. Green and fermeited man- 
ures should never be used on this crop.

BROOM CORN. i 

Practical experience is quite as useful in or- 
der to succeed with broom corn, as with any 
other farm product, and there is considerable 
difference in the method pursued by different 
cultivators. Near cities, where boys can be had 
cheap to hoe and work while the plants are 
sual or on new prairie or other lands free 
from weeds, drilling is practiced, and the plow 
or cultivator run-one way only, but where help 
is scarce and it is necessary to do as much of 
the work as possible with the horse, it is plant- 
ed in bills, three or three anda half feet each- 
way, though the yield is less than by the other 
mode of planting. 

Good corn land will raise good broom corn, 
and there is no danger of its being too'rich. It 
should also be prepared in the same way, but 
nay be planted u little earlier, as it is not quite 
so liable to be injured by the frost. 

Its fitness for harvesting may be ascertained 
by the seed, which should be full and in the 
dough state. If cut when in the milk, itis very 
hard to scrape clean, and if it stands a week or 
two too long, the brush turns reddish and is in- 
jured in its market value, and becomes brittle. 
in harvesting, two rows are broken crosswise,

When the 
practiced ear is applied to the sides of the ches!, 
in the region of the diseased part, the ordinary 
low, rustling, breathing sound of health will be 
found replaced by a crepitating, crackling or 
rattling sound, varying in degree of intensity 
and character with the stage and extent of the

it is like a recovered small-pox patient, fortitied 
against future attack. On dissecting a cow in 
the first stage of the disease, ihe lung will be 
found congested in spots, and dark jin color, 
like liver, and hence said to be heptasized, and 
this heptization is mottled and marked in ap- 
pearance; gencrally the base of the lung— 
sometimes one, sometimes both lungs—being 
diseased. The discolored portions of the lungs 
differ in size in proportion to the severity of the 
case. When cut into, the living membrane of 
the small air tubes, being swollen, roll or pout 
out, and being light in color, give the | lung an 
appearance as though dotted over with small 
abscesses. In a more advanced stage |the cor- 
gested portion of the lung will be found hard- 
ened and impervious to the air, all the bron- 
chial tubes being closed up. Still later, this 
hardened pert of the lung will be found more 
or less completely separated from the healthy 
lung, in the form of aslough floating altogether 
or almost detached in a.cyst or cavity |contain- 
ing pus. : 

8. Contagion.—Mr, Klippert prenounces the 
disease contagious. It commenced in a partic. 
ular locality, and spread in every direction. By 
destroying all cattle infected with it, and not 
allowing others to occupy the same or contigu- 
ous pastures, yards, or stables, its ravages may 
be stopped. In certain countries, in some local- 
ity or other, it is always present; and just so 
long as this is the case, and we have intercourse 
with those countries and import their cattle,our 
herds will be expozed to danger. The English 
government has several times prohibited even 
the importation of hides from Germany. 

4, Inooulation.—The best known remedy is 
inoculation, It has been successfully practiced 
in Europe during forty years, and in Southern 
Africa scarcely any cattle are now left, except 
those which have been operated on. Tt is not 
an unfailing prevention ; but will baffle the dis- 
ease in nine cases out of ten. Animals already 
infected cannot, of course, be cured by it. In- 
oculation of the pleuro-pneumonia is not in- 
tended to introduce the same disease ina mild- 
er form, as in vaccination or inoculation for the 
small-poxin the human subject, but is intended 
to introduce a homogenous disease linto the 
system, hich shall haye the wound caused by 
inoculation as its seat of disease, instead of the 
lungs. The lungs of healthy animals are not 
affected by inoculation, but the system under- 
goes achange, the consequence of which de- 
stroys the susceptibility to take disease in the 
natural way. The lymph for inoculation is 
found most effectual when taken from the crisis 
or second stage—that taken from ‘the third, or 
from the animal after death from the disease, 
generally proves fatal. Bxperience has deter. 
mined that the lower part of the tail ig the best 
place to inoculate. Cattle inoculated on the 
shoulder, side or flank, frequently lick the 
wound, and thus get the genuine virus into the 
mouth, or inhale it through the nostrils, and 
from this sometimes take the disease in the nat. 
ural way. 


THE DAIRY, 


He who has a good dairy must have good 
fore: And what breed of ¢attle will give him 
hebest cows? Much will depend upon his lo- 
cation and the particular disposition he intends 
to make of the milk obtained from them. If he 
sells his milk, cows that will give a large quan- 
tity without so much regard to quality (except 
to have it healthy and as naturalas possible.) 
If he converts his milk into butter, then those 
that give most butter of good quality. In both 
cases the amount of food consumed, and the 
value of the animal for the butcher after her 
milking qualities have become impaired by age, 
or high feeding, to be taken into consideration, 
Many prefer to buy their cows from drovers, 
but the most profitable dairies near large cities, 
are those that raise their own cows from im. 
proved breeds. 

Undonbtedly +h6 Ayrshires will giye more 
latge milkers of more than average quahiy than 
any other breed that will be worth as much for 
thé butcher after they haye ceased to be profit- 
alle for the dairy. We often find very sunari~-

nilkers among tha suams or Short Horns ; 


qerheps some of the best milkers have been of 
his breed or their crosses, but they are not 
wiformly good, and latterly they have been 
bred so purely for beef that good milkers are 
tie exceptions and not the rule, Whatis trie 
(f the Durhamsis much so of the Devons; they, 
yith the exception of a few herds, have been 
ired to develop beef-making rather than to en- 
jourage deep milking qualities, and in these 
oerds there are hardly to be found any cows 
that come up to the highest standard of excel- 
jlence as milkers, nor as herds can they suc- 
scessfully compete with the best herds of Ayr- 
shires, Some of the best milking Durhams und 
evons I ever saw gave a light colored butter, 
though the quantity was not small. But for 
‘he production of butter of the highest flavor 
and riehest color the Alderney or Jersey cow 
as no rival, and if the location of the dairy- 
‘man is such that he can avail bimself of a fre- 
juent market for. print butter, there is none 
that will return so much profit on the outlay 
for herself and the food she consumes; she 
rarely fails to make good returns for all the ex-

BROOM CORN. 

Practical experience is quite as useful in or- 
der to succeed with broom corn, as with any 
other farm product, and there is considerable 
difference in the method pursued by different 
cultivators. Near cities, where boys can be had 
cheap to hoe and work while the plants are 
stalls oron new prairie or other lands free 
from weeds, drilling is practiced, and the plow. 
or cultivator run one way only, but where help 
is scarce and it is necessary to do as much of 
the work as possible with the horse, it is plant- 
ed in hills, three or three anda half feet each 
way, though the yield is less than by the other 
mode of planting. 

Good corn land will raise good broom corn, 
and there is no danger of its being too rich. It 
should also be prepared in the same way, but 
may be planted a little earlier, as it is not quite 
so liable to be'injured by the frost. 

Its fitness for harvesting may be ascertained 
by the seed, which should be full and in the 
dough state. If cut when io the milk, itis very 
hard to scrape clean, and if it stands a week or 
two too long, the brush turns reddish and is in- 
jured in its market value, and becomes brittle, 
in harvesting, two rows are broken crosswise, 
about waist bigh, and lapping down each alter- 
nate hill across the last, a table is formed of suf- 
ficient strength to support the brush and assist

The price of the brysh when ready for mar- 
ket depends very much on the quality of the ar- 
ticle, and in this respect there is u Wider range 
than in most other tarm products. A good ar- 
ticle of green brush (that cured in shade) is sel- 
dom worth less than one bundred dollars per 
ton, while that which has been wet while curing 
or stood in the field until fully. ripe, often selis 
for half that sum, Jt requires baling before it 
is ready to send to market, and this costs four 
or five dollars per ton,
